Advocates say legaliza¬ 
tion elsewhere hasn't done 
enough to achieve those 
goals. Critics maintain le¬ 
gal pot is even accelerat¬ 
ing inequality as the drug 
becomes big business for 
companies generally run 
by white men. 

"We're at the stage of 
marijuana reform 2.0," said 
Douglas Berman, an Ohio 
State University law profes¬ 
sor who follows marijuana 
policy. "The conversation, 
he said, has shifted from 
just being about legaliza¬ 
tion to, "which track should 
we make sure we head 
down?" 

Questions about convic¬ 
tion-clearing and other 
issues contributed to de¬ 
laying legislative votes on 
legalizing recreational pot 
that had been expected 
earlier this spring in New 
York and New J ersey . The 
states' Democratic gover¬ 
nors and legislative lead¬ 
ers support legalization but 


confronted differences 
even within theirown party. 
The New Jersey measure 
fizzled this week, when the 
state Senate president said 
he'll aim fora 2020 referen¬ 
dum while pursuing sepa¬ 
rate legislation to expand 
medical marijuana and ex¬ 
punge low-level pot con¬ 
victions 

Meanwhile, some New York 
lawmakers said they'll soon 
unveil an updated propos¬ 
al to legalize pot and foster 
racial and economic eq¬ 
uity. Activists remain hope¬ 
ful the state can set an ex¬ 
ample. 

"Social justice is what's go¬ 
ing to propel us, not what's 
going to hold us back," said 
Kassandra Frederique, the 
New York director for the 
pro-legalization Drug Policy 
Alliance. 

Federal data shows similar 
percentages of white and 
black people use marijua¬ 
na. But the arrest rate for 
blacks is higher, according 
to reports by the American 
Civil Uberties Union and 


others. 

Legalization of recreation¬ 
al pot in 10 states and the 
District of Columbia, and 
medical pot in two-thirdsof 
the states, hasn't eliminat¬ 
ed the gaps In Colorado, 
for instance, a state report 
found arrests were fewer 
but the rate remained 
higher among blacks five 
years after a 2012 vote for 
legalization. 

Meanwhile, the emerging 
marijuana industry is very 
white, according to the lim¬ 
ited data available. 

"It's obviously a problem," 
said Morgan Fox of the 
National Cannabis Indus¬ 
try Association, which has 
helped craft suggestions 
for social equity legislation. 
Another industry group, the 
Cannabis Trade Federa¬ 
tion, this week announced 
plans to craft a diversity 
and equity policy in con¬ 
junction with national 
NAACP officials and other 
civil-rig hts advocates. 

Some would-be minority 
entrepreneurs have been 
caught in a cannabis 
Catch-22, unable to work 
in a legal pot business be¬ 
cause of a past conviction. 
Others struggle to raise 
start-up money in an ex¬ 
pensive industry that banks 
are leery about entering 
because of the federal 
government's prohibition 
on pot. 

"We're not going to have 
much time to make a 
space in the market for 
ourselves,"said Jason Ortiz, 
vice president of the Minor¬ 
ity Cannabis Business Asso¬ 
ciation. 

Marijuana got Ortiz ar¬ 
rested as a teenager, but 
now he hopes to start a 
business if recreational pot 


becomeslegal in Connect¬ 
icut, where he lives. 

Some states and cities 
have started post-legaliza¬ 
tion initiatives to expunge 
criminal records and open 
doors in the cannabis busi¬ 
ness for people with pot 
convictions California, for 
instance, passed a sweep¬ 
ing expungement law last 
year affecting hundreds of 
thousands of drug offend¬ 
ers. 

New J ersey Sen. Cory Book- 
erhasproposed a national 
legalization measure that 
includes expungements 
and a community "reinvest¬ 
ment" fund, and several of 
hisfellow Democratic sena¬ 
tors and 2020 presidential 
primary contenders have 
signed on . 

Some veterans of early 
state legalization cam- 
pa ig ns have reckoned with 
their limitations. 

'We were overly cautious 
at the time, looking back," 
said Art Way, the Drug Poli¬ 
cy Allia nce'sdirectorin Col¬ 
orado. "But itdidn'tfeelthat 
way" when legalizing mari¬ 
juana and ending many ar¬ 
rests were unprecedented 
goals in themselves. 

He's been fighting to make 
Colorado's cannabis in¬ 
dustry more accessible to 
people with drug convic¬ 
tions and entrepreneurs of 
modest means. 

Opponents, too, are look¬ 
ing at how legalization 
has played out. They say it 
shows authorizing pot is no 
way to help minorities 
'The social justice issue is a 
big front" for states and big 
businessto make money off 
ma rijua na, sa id New J ersey 
Legislative Black Caucus 
Chairman Ronald Rice, a

Newark and former police 
officer. He supportsending 
criminal penalties for mari¬ 
juana but not legalizing 
recreational use. 

"I know what social justice 
looks like," Rice says "I also 
know when people are be¬ 
ing used." 

He doesn't foresee pot 
shops enhancing neigh¬ 
borhoods where drugs 
have been a wellspring of 
problems. And he's skepti¬ 
cal that, even with special 
incentives, residents would 
reap the profits in an indus¬ 
try already infused with big 
money. 

New York Assemblywom¬ 
an Crystal Peoples-Stokes 
agrees legalizing mari¬ 
juana isn't a panacea for 
minority communities. But 
the Assembly's first African- 
American majority leaderis 
championing a recreation¬ 
al-pot proposal that's cur¬ 
rently being revised. 

"It will not end racism. But it 
is a crucial step in the right 
direction," Peoples-Stokes, 
a Buffalo Democrat, re¬ 
cently wrote in Newsweek. 
As an aspiring marijuana 
businessman in New York, 
Andrew Fanior is following 
the legalization debate 
a nd its ta Ik of soc ia I eq uity. 
Fanior, who is black, is in¬ 
trigued by the possibility 
of incentives for entrepre¬ 
neurs like him but not con¬ 
fident such plans would 
translate into action. Mean¬ 
while, he and co-founder 
Ethan J ackson are plowing 
ahead with plans to launch 
Greenbox.NYC as a sub¬ 
scription and delivery busi¬ 
ness for hemp and other le¬ 
gal cannabis-related prod¬ 
ucts.

Report 2 New Mexico counties among top oil producers 


HOBBS N.M. (AP) — Two 

New Mexico counties re¬ 
main among the top oil- 
producing counties in the 
U.S., according to new fed¬ 
eral numbers. 

Data from the U.S. Energy 
Information Administra¬ 
tion shows that Lea County 
wasthe No. 2 oil-producing 
county in January behind 
North Dakota's McKenzie 
County, The Hobbs News- 
Sun report ed. 

Lea County produced 14.6 
million ba me Is of oil in J a nu- 
ary while McKenzie County 


which produced 17.3 mil¬ 
lion barrels, the report said. 
Lea County had more than 
twice the number of op¬ 
erating rigs as McKenzie 
County. 

Steve Vie nek, the outgoing 
CEO and president of the 
Economic Development 
Corporation of Lea County, 
was pleased to hear the 
news. 

'Ourproduction hasrough- 
ly tripled in the last five 
years," Vierck said. 'The 
county produces over half 
the state's oil and the state

Meanwhile, New Mexico's 
Eddy County was listed as 
the No. 6 top oil-producing 
county.

OMAHA, Neb. (AP) — Nor¬ 
mally this time of year, 
huge barges can be seen 
chugging up the Missis¬ 
sippi River, carrying millions 
of tons of grain to market 
and bringing agriculture- 
related productsto farmers 
in the Midwest forthe new 
growing season. But there's 
not much barge traffic this 
year. 

That's because histor¬ 
ic spring flooding that 
swamped and tainted 
farmland, also left parts of 
the Mississippi closed for 
business 

The river, which runs near¬ 
ly 2,350 miles (3,782 kilo¬ 
meters) from Minnesota's 
Lake Itasca to the Gulf of 
Mexico, is a main conduit 
of shipping everything from 
agriculture products and 
construction material to 
petroleum and coal. The 
troubles on the Mississippi 
also have affected ship¬ 
ping on the waterwaysthat 
feed into it, including the 
Missouri River. 

The interruption is hitting an 
agriculture industry that's 
already suffering from a 
plethora of ills, including 
the Trump administration's 
trade disputes that have 
helped drive down com¬ 
modity prices. 

'You've got a perfect storm 
here," said Kenneth Hart¬ 
man Jr., who grows com, 
soybeans and wheat just 
south of Waterloo, Illinois "It 
looks bad for us." 

Like other fanners in more 
than a dozen states in the 
Mississippi River basin, Hart¬ 


man would normally be 
sending soybeans, com 
and other grain harvest¬ 
ed last fall down the river, 
where it would eventually 
be exported — likely to Chi¬ 
na. Meanwhile, shipments 
of fertilizer that normally 
travel up the river to com¬ 
munities from St. Louis to St. 
Paul, Minnesota, haven't 
made it through. 

The inability to get the grain 
down the river has exacer¬ 
bated a shortage of space 
forthose products. 

'You have elevators that 
aren't even taking grain 
right now," Hartman said. 
'So that's causing issues as 
far as selling our grain in a 
timely manner." 

Many of the locks and 
damson the Mississippi that 
closed due to flooding that 
started in March have re¬ 
opened, but the U.S. Army 
Corps of Engineers doesn't 
expect the river to be fully 
unimpeded until possibly 
J une. 

Even if the locks were 
open, "many of these 
barges wouldn't be able 
to get here anyway," said 
Sam Heilig, a Corpsspokes- 
woman at Rock Island, Il¬ 
linois. "Because the water's 
so high, there's not enough 
clearance to get under 
some of the bridges." 

For now, it's impossible 
to put a number on how 
much the interruption has 
cost shippers, farmers and 
manufacturers. But Debra 
Calhoun, spokeswoman 
for the Washington-based 
advocacy group Water¬ 
ways Council, said there's 
no doubt it's having an im¬ 


pact. 

On average, nearly 31 tons 
(28 metric tons) of goods 
and commodities are 
shipped on the upper Mis¬ 
sissippi River from March 
through May, according 
to a five-year average 
gauged by the Corps' Wa¬ 
terborne Commerce Sta¬ 
tistics Center. The biggest 
slice of that, at nearly 11 
million tons (10 million met¬ 
ric tons), is grain, followed 
by coal, sand and gravel 
and chemicals and petro¬ 
leum products. Annually, 


about $250 million in do¬ 
mestic goods are shipped 
on the Mississippi, accord¬ 
ing to the center. 

The Missouri River has re¬ 


mained mostly navigable 
right up until it meets the 
Mississippi River at St. Louis, 
said James Rudy with the 
Corps' KansasCity office.Q

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 

Senate's top Democrat is 
calling on the federal gov¬ 
ernment to step in and in¬ 


vestigate whether a plan 
for new subway cars in 
New York City designed 
by a Chinese state-owned 
company could pose a 
threatto national security. 


Sen. Charles Schumer of 
New York said in a state¬ 
ment to The Associated 
Press on Sunday that he's 
asked the Commerce De¬ 
partment to conduct a 
"top-to-bottom review" af- 
terCRRC, one ofthe world's 
largest train makers, won 
a design contest for new 
subway cars that would in¬ 
clude "modem train control 
technology." 

The company hasn't won a 
contract in New York City, 
which has America's big¬ 
gest transit system, but it 
has been awarded con¬ 
tracts in recent years for 
new subway cars in Los 
Angeles, Chicago, Boston 
and Philadelphia. 

In announcing the contest 
winners last year, the Met¬ 
ropolitan Transportation 
Authority, which operates 


the subway system, said 
CRRC had proposed in¬ 
vesting $50 million of its own 
money to develop the new 
subway cars. The contest 
was designed to bring out 
new ideas for future proj- 
ectsbutdid not lead to any 
contracts for new subway 
cars and the MTA is not cur¬ 
rently purchasing any new 
cars. 

But in the last few years, 
China has pushed to domi¬ 
nate the U.S. railcarmarket, 
a multibillion-do liar industry. 
CRRC is a Iso believed to be 
pursuing a $500 million con¬ 
tract with the Washington 
Metropolitan Area Transit 
Authority in Washington, 
D.C. 

Security experts and mem¬ 
bers of Congress have 
raised the alarm about 
CRRC because it is owned 
by the Chinese govern¬ 
ment, warning of prior cy¬ 
berthreats and hacking 
attacks linked to Chinese 
intelligence officials. They 
fear allowing the compa¬ 
ny to install technology in 
America's rail system could 
potentially expose it to cy¬ 
berespionage and sabo¬ 
tage. Sc burner's call for an 
investigation comes amid 
rising tensions between the 
U.S. and China after trade 
talks between the two na¬ 
tions broke up earlier this 
month without an agree¬ 
ment. Days ago, President 
Donald Trump signed an 
executive order to declare 
a national economic emer¬ 
gency that empowered 
the government to ban 
American telecommunica¬ 
tion companiesfrom install¬ 
ing foreign-made equip¬ 
ment and technology that 
could pose a threatto na¬ 
tional security. 

'The MTA has robust, mul¬ 
tilayered and vigorously 
enforced safety and se¬ 
curity standards, but we 
support efforts of govern¬ 
ment agencies to bolster 


that work,"spokesman Max 
Young said. 

A spokesman for CRRC Si- 
fang America — the com¬ 
pany's arm in Chicago — 
said a majority of the com¬ 
ponents used in its new rail 
cars come from U.S. com¬ 
panies and said concerns 
about spying or malware 
are misplaced. The rail cars 
meet specific requirements 
set by the transit agencies, 
the manufacturer doesn't 
control the cyber compo¬ 
nents it insta Ms a nd it is "not 
possible" for the company 
to implant malware in the 
system, he said. 

'There is no evidence of a 
passenger railcar manu¬ 
facturer, including CRRC, 
installing any type of new 
technology that could in¬ 
tentionally open passenger 
railcars to cyberthreats or 
pose a threat to commut¬ 
ers and national security," 
spokesman Dave Smolen¬ 
sky said. 'CRRC is eager 
to address any concerns 
Senator Schumer has and 
we welcome an inquiry 
regarding our U.S. opera¬ 
tions." 

Legislation has been intro¬ 
duced in both the House 
and Senate that, if passed, 
would prevent federal 
funds from being used for 
rail projects involving Chi¬ 
nese companies 
"Given what we know 
about how cyberwarfare 
works, and recent attacks 
that have hit transporta¬ 
tion and infrastructure hubs 
a cross the country, the De¬ 
partment of Commerce 
must give the green light 
and thoroughly check any 
proposals or work China's 
CRRC does on behalf of 
the New York subway sys¬ 
tem, including our signals, 
Wi-Fi and more," Schumer 
said the statement to AP.

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Hundreds protest Alabama's abortion 
ban atstate capital

MONTGOMERY, Ala. (AP) 

— Hundreds of demonstra¬ 
tors marched to the Ala¬ 
bama Capitol on Sunday 
to protest the state's newly 
approved abortion ban, 
chanting "my body, my 
choice!" and "vote them 
out!" 

The demonstration came 
days after Gov. Kay Ivey 
signed the most stringent 
abortion law in the nation- 
making performing an 
abortion a felony in nearly 
all cases unless necessary 
forthe mother's health. The 
law provides no exception 
for rape and incest. 
"Banning abortion does 
not stop abortion. It stops 
safe abortion," said Staci 
Fox, CEO and president 
of Planned Parenthood 
Southeast, addressing the 
cheering crowd outside 
the Alabama Capitol. 
Alabama is part of a wave 
of conservative states 
seeking to mount new le¬ 
gal challenges to Roe v. 
Wade, the 1973 landmark 
Supreme Court decision 
that legalized abortion na¬ 
tionwide. Governors in Ken¬ 
tucky, Mississippi, Ohio and 
Georgia have approved 
bans on abortion once a 
fetal heartbeat is detect¬ 
ed, which can happen as 
early as the sixth week of 
pregnancy. 

None of the laws has ac¬ 
tually taken effect, and 
all are expected to be 
blocked by the courts as 
the legal challenges play 
out with an ultimate eye on 
the Supreme Court. 
Marchers on Sunday said 
the measures have ener¬ 
gized supporters of legal¬ 
ized abortion, and they 
say they are digging in for 
a legal and political fight. 
Along the route they took, 
the protesters passed by 
scattered counterdemon¬ 
strators raising signs against 
abortion. 

Two speakers at the ral¬ 
ly on the Capitol steps 
shared their stories of hav¬ 
ing an abortion, including 
a woman who came out of 
the crowd to describe the 
abortion she had after be¬ 


ing raped ata partyatage 
18. 

Carrying an orange sign 
with a coathangerand the 
caption "No Never Again," 
69-year-old Deborah Hall 
of Montgomery said she 
remembers life before Roe 
and can't believe the push 
to return there. 

"I had friends who had il¬ 
legal abortions and barely 
survived," said Hall, who 
for a time ran a clinic in 
Montgomery that provided 
abortion, birth control and 
other services 
"I still cannot believe it. It's 
really a scary time for ev¬ 
erybody," she said of the 
push to overturn Roe. 
Amanda Reyes, who runs 
Yellowhammer Fund, a 
nonprofit that provides 
funding to help low-income 
women obtain abortions, 
said donations have begun 
streaming in since passage 
of the Alabama bill. 
Groupsthisweek paid fora 
small plane carrying a ban¬ 
ner "Abortion is Okay!" to 
circle the Capitol and the 
Governor's Mansion. 

The Alabama law would 
make it a felony, punish¬ 
able by up to 99 years or 
life in prison to perform 
an abortion. There would 
be no punishment for the 
woman receiving the abor¬ 
tion. 

But the protest outside the 
Capitol Sunday comes in 
a state where a majority of 
voters recently agreed to 
put anti-abortion language 
in the Alabama Constitu¬ 
tion. Fifty-nine % of state 
voters in November ap¬ 
proved the constitutional 
amendment saying the 
state recognizes the rights 
ofthe "unborn." 

'To the bill's many support¬ 
ers, this legislation stands 
as a powerful testament to 
Alabamians' deeply held 
belief that every life is pre¬ 
cious and that every life is a 
sacred gift from God," Ivey 
said in a statement after 
signing the ban into law. 
"The Alabama law has also 
come under criticism by 
some conservatives who 
have expressed discomfort 
by the lack of exceptions 
forrape and incest.

jaguar and other species. 
Last week, they asked a 
federal judge to prevent 
the project from proceed¬ 
ing until the lawsuits a re de¬ 
cided. 

"I pray to our Creator ev¬ 
ery morning that things 
will work out," said Austin 
Nunez, chairman of the To- 
hono O'odham'sSan Xavi¬ 
er District, a piece of tribal 
land just south of Tucson. 
'Ourancestors' remainsare 
there, along with archaeo¬ 
logical sites, including a 
ball court. We cannot risk 
any further harm to our an¬ 
cestral heritage." 

The Tucson and state 
chambers of commerce 
are Rosemont cheerlead¬ 
ers, noting the project will 
immediately create 500 
jobs and pour $16 billion 
into the local economy 
over 20 years.

ancient Pueblo civilization 
at Chaco Culture National 
Historical Park. And conser¬ 
vationists fret over plans to 
reopen a gold mine in Cali¬ 
fornia's Castle Mountains 
National Monument, home 
to ancient rock art and a 
J oshua tree forest. 

'You could go to virtually 
every state and find a push 
by big corporations to grab 
resources before it's too 
late,"said Richard White, a 
historian of the American 
West at Stanford University. 
"It's a resurrection of these 
extractive industries that 
were so much a part of the 
Old West." 


Arizona produces about 
two-thirds of U.S. copper 
for wiring and other elec¬ 
tronics, generating about 
$5.38 billion in 2017, ac¬ 
cording to the Arizona Min¬ 
ing Association. "Mining in 
Arizona represents 60,000 
jobs," said Amber Smith, 
president and CEO of the 
Tucson Metro Chamber of 
Commerce. She is confi¬ 
dent Hudbay will mitigate 
any potential problems by 
building extra roadways 
and employing technology 
to recycle water used in 
the mining process. 

Arizona Chamber of 
Commerce and Industry 
spokesman Garrick Taylor 
said Rosemont would be 
among the biggest con¬ 
struction projects in Arizona 
history. "Its impacts will be 
measured in the billions of 
dollars,"he said. 

Responding to questions 
in writing, Hudbay told "Ihe 
Associated Press that de¬ 
laying the project would re¬ 
sult in "significant financial 


costs"and "we're proposing 
in the short term to move 
forward on aspects that 
don't fall under the litiga¬ 
tion." 

The company said the cur¬ 
rent project was the result 
of a dozen years of review 
and "it's designed intelli¬ 
gently and in accordance 
with public and policy pri¬ 
orities." It has told Tucson 
offic ia Is the mine would not 
harm water quality or af¬ 
fect supplies. 

Still, environmentalists 
worry about the impacts 
on the Santa Rita Moun¬ 
tains, where white-tailed 
deerand black bear, bob¬ 
cats and the occasional 
cougar roam among the 
Apache pines and Doug¬ 
las firs. Numerous kinds of 
hummingbirds and wood¬ 
land warblers fly through 
Madera Canyon, among 
the world's premier bird- 
watching spots. 

Randy Serraglio, a conser¬ 
vation advocate with the 
Tucson-based Center for 


Biological Diversity, predict¬ 
ed ore truckswould rumble 
down a scenic highway 
built in 1927 that stretches 
some 50 miles (80 kilome¬ 
ters) from Interstate 10 to 
the tourist hotspot of So- 
noita. 

"It's going to look like a nu- 
clearbomb wassetoff,"he 
said. 

WineryownerTodd Bostock 
worries Rosemont could in¬ 
jure a tourism industry that 
includes boutique lodging 
focused on wine and the 
region's natural beauty. 

'The mine will have a direct, 
negative and permanent 
impact on our business," 
said Bostock, whose Dos 
Cabezas winery annually 
producessome 5,000cases 
of dry red, rose and white 
wine. 'They are gambling 
with our investment and 
our livelihood." 

Rosemont detractors also 
point to the yawning Lav¬ 
ender Pit, a former open 
pit coppermine outside Bis- 
bee that still scars the land¬ 
scape 45 years after end¬ 
ing operations 
Serraglio's group, along 
with Save the Scenic Santa 
Ritas, the Arizona Mining 
Reform Coalition and the 
Arizona Grand Canyon 
Chapter of the Sierra Club 
this year sued to stop Rose¬ 
mont, as did the To ho no 
O'odham Nation, the Pas- 
cua Yaqui Tribe and the 
Hopi Tribe. 

The environmental law firm 
Earthjustice filed the recent 
request foran injunction to 
stop Hudbay from revving 
up its bulldozers. U.S. Dis¬ 
trict Court J udge J ames A. 
Soto has said he hopes to 
rule on the first three suitsby 
summer's end before tack¬ 
ling two more recent ones 
filed over a Clean Water 
Act permit granted by the

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Speaker stuns 2019 Moiehouse 
grads, to pay off student debt

A billionaire technology in¬ 
vestor stunned the entire 
graduating class at More¬ 
house College when he 
announced at their com¬ 
mencement Sunday that 
he would pay off their stu¬ 
dent loans_estimated at 

up to $40 million. 

Robert F. Smith, this year's 
commencement speaker, 
made the announcement 
while addressing nearly 400 
graduating seniors of the 
all-male historically black 
college in Atlanta. Smith, 
who is black, is the Found¬ 
er and CEO of Vista Equity 
Partners, a private equity 
firm that invests in softwa re, 
data, and technology-driv¬ 
en companies 
'On behalf of the eight 
generations of my fam¬ 
ily that have been in this 
country, we're gonna put 
a little fuel in your bus," the 
investor and philanthro¬ 
pist told graduates in his 
morning address. 'This is my 
class, 2019. And my family 
is making a grant to elimi¬ 
nate their student loans." 
The announcement imme¬ 
diately drew stunned looks 
from faculty and students 
alike. Then the gradu¬ 
ates broke into the big¬ 
gest cheers of the morning 
and stood up, applauding. 
Morehouse said it is the 
single largest gift to the col¬ 
lege. 

Smith, who received an 
honorary doctorate from 
Morehouse during the cer¬ 
emony, had already an¬ 
nounced a $1.5 million gift 
to the school. The student 
debt for the class of 2019 
is estimated to be as much 
as $40 million though no 
immediate total had been 
calculated yet. 

Smith said he expected 
the recipients to "pay it for¬ 
ward" and said he hoped 


that "every class has the 
same opportunity going 
forward." 

"Because we are enough to 
take care of our own com¬ 
munity," Smith sa id. "We a re 
enough to ensure that we 
have all the opportunities 
of the American dream. 
And we will show it to each 
other through our actions 
and through ourwordsand 
through ourdeeds" 

In the weeks before grad¬ 
uating from Morehouse 
on Sunday, 22-year-old 
finance major Aaron Mi- 
tchom drew up a spread¬ 
sheet to calculate how 
long it would take him to 
pay back his $200,000 in 
student loans— 25 yearsat 
half his monthly salary, per 
his calculations 
In an instant, that number 
vanished. Mite horn, sitting 
in the crowd, wept. 

"I can delete that spread¬ 
sheet," he said in an inter¬ 
view afterthe commence- 
me nt. "I d o n't ha ve to live off 
of peanut butter and jelly 
sandwiches. I wasshocked. 
My heart dropped. We all 
cried. In the moment it was 
like a burden had been 
taken off." 

His mother, Tina Mite horn, 
was also shocked. Eight 
family members, includ¬ 
ing Mite horn's 76-year-old 
grandmother, took turns 
over four years co-signing 
on the loans that got him 
a cross the finish line. 
"Ittakesa village,"she said. 
"It now means he can start 
paying it forward and start 
closing this gap a lot soon¬ 
er, giving back to the col¬ 
lege and thinking about 
a succession plan" for his 
youngersib lings 
Morehouse College presi¬ 
dent David A. Thomas 
said the gift would have 
a profound effect on the 
students' futures. "Many of 
my students are interested 
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in going into teaching, for 
example, but leave with 
an amount of studentdebt 
thatmakesthat untenable," 
Thomassaid in an interview. 
"In some ways, it was a lib¬ 
eration giftforthese young 
men that just opened up 
theirchoices.

By NICOLE WINFIELD 
Associated ness 
ROME (AP) — Ihe Italian 
interior ministry vowed Sun¬ 
day to press ahead with 
a new decree formalizing 
the closure of Italian ports 
to aid groups that rescue 
migrants, even after U.N.

M inistry offic ia Is sa id the se- 
curity decree was "neces¬ 
sary and urgent" and was 
expected to be approved 
ata Cabinet meeting Mon¬ 
day. 

In a May 15 letter to Italy's 
government released Sat¬ 
urday, the U.N. High Com¬ 
missioner for Human Rights 
urged Italy to withdraw the 
decree, calling it "yet an¬ 
other political attempt to 
criminalize search and res¬ 
cue operations" 

The decree 'further intensi¬ 
fies the climate of hostility 
and xenophobia against 
migrants," said the letter, 
which was signed by sev¬ 
eral U.N. human rights rap¬ 
porteurs. 

Itwasissued asa ship carry¬ 


ing more than 40 migrants 
fromthe Germanaid group 
Sea-Watch remained off 
the island of Lampedusa 
waiting fora port to disem¬ 
bark its passengers Sea- 
Watch said it had flouted 
Italy's ban and entered 
Italian territorial waters on 
Saturday for humanitarian 
reasons 

Interior Minister Matteo Sal- 
vini, a hard-line populist, 
proposed the decree be¬ 
fore the European Parlia¬ 
ment elections this week, 


where nationalist, anti-mi- 
grant parties are hoping 
to make strong gains SaI- 
vini's League has soared in 
popularity in part because 
of his hard-line migration 
policy, which has involved 
boosting the Ubyan coast 
guard's ability to rescue 
migrants and bring them 
back. 

Among other provisions, 
the decree leaves it to the 
interior minister to limit or 
prohibit entry into Italian 
territorial waters any ships 


for public security rea¬ 
sons It foresees fines of up 
to 5,500 euros ($6,145) for 
each migrant transported. 
The U.N. letter says the 
measures would violate 
migrants' human rights, 
which are enshrined in 
U.N. conventions that Italy 
has signed. It said Italy is 
obliged to rescue migrants 
indistressand can't impede 
others from doing so. And 
it says that Ubya can't be 
considered a safe port for 
migrants rescued at sea, 
particularlyafterthe recent 
spike in fighting. 

In a statement late Sunday, 
the Italian foreign ministry 
said the lettercarried no ju¬ 
ridical weight and suggest¬ 
ed it was based on impre¬ 
cise information. It noted 
that since Jan. 1, 2018, Italy 
has received eight such 
letters, whereasthe U.S. has 
received 30, Britain 16 and 
France 12. 

Interior ministry offic ia Is to Id 
journalists in a statement 
Sunday that Turkey and 
North Korea similarly punish 
border violations and that 
Italy has long had fines in 


its legal code, which have 
merely been updated. 

'The hope is that the au¬ 
thoritative U.N. dedicates 
its energies to the humani¬ 
tarian emergency in Ven¬ 
ezuela ratherthan engage 
in electoral campaigning 
in Italy,"they said. 
Meanwhile, British and 
French authorities have 
stopped 61 migrants who 
tried to cross the English 
Channel in five small boats 
overthe weekend. 

The British Home Office said 
52 migrants on four boats 
were intercepted Saturday 
and Sunday off the Kent 
Coast and handed to im¬ 
migration officials. The mi¬ 
grants said they were from 
Iraq and Iran. 

The French maritime au¬ 
thority for the Channel and 
North Sea said a patrol ship 
spotted a boat carrying 
nine migrants Sunday off 
the coast of Cape of Gris- 
Nez. The nine were suffer¬ 
ing light hypothermia and 
were handed over to bor- 
derpolice in Calais.

GENEVA (AP) — Swiss vot¬ 
ers on Sunday approved 
a measure to tighten the 
Alpine nation's gun laws, 
bringing the country in line 
with many of its European 
partners despite the objec¬ 
tions of local gun owners, 
offic ia I results showed. 

The Federal Chancel¬ 
lery said provisional results 
showed nearly 64% of vot¬ 
ers nationwide agreed to 
align with European Union 
firearms rules adopted two 
years ago after deadly at¬ 
tacks in France, Belgium, 
Germany and Britain. 

"fhe vote was part of Swit¬ 
zerland's regular referen- 
dums that give citizens a 
direct say in policymaking. 
It had stoked passions in a 
country with long, proud 
traditions of gun ownership 
and sport and target shoot¬ 
ing. Switzerland, unlike 
many other European na¬ 


tions, allows veterans of its 
obligatory military service 
for men to take home their 
service weaponsaftertours 
of duty. 

"The Swiss proposal, among 
other things, requires regu¬ 
lar training on the use of 
firearms, special waivers to 
own some semi-automatic 
weapons and serial num¬ 
bertracking system forkey 
parts of some guns. Gun 
owners would have to 
register any weapons not 
already registered within 
three years, and keep a 
registry of their gun collec¬ 
tions 

Supporters of the measure, 
who included the Swiss 
parliament and executive 
branch, said similar mea¬ 
sures adopted by the EU 
after deadly extremist at- 
tacksare needed to ensure 
strong police cooperation 
and economic ties with 
Switzerland's partners in Eu¬ 


rope's Schengen visa-free 
travel zone, they insisted it 
will not block law-abiding 
citizens from obtaining le¬ 
gal guns, but would simply 
do more to trackthem. 
Switzerland is not an EU 
member, but it is in the 
Schengen zone. 

Opponents insisted the pro¬ 
posal would violate Swit¬ 
zerland's constitution and 
do little to fight extrem¬ 
ism or crime. They said the 
weapons used in recentat- 
tacks in Europe weren't ob¬ 
tained legally. They argued 
the proposal cracks down 
mainly on lawful gun own¬ 
ers in Switzerland and rams 
through what they see as 
the latest diktat from Brus¬ 
sels. 

Jean-Luc Addor, a popu¬ 
list Swiss People's Party 
lawmaker from the south¬ 
western Valais region, said 
adopting the EU directive 
would be "unjust, freedom¬ 


killing, useless, dangerous, 
and above all, anti-Swiss." 
"With no effect on the fight 
against terrorism, it will only 
hit honest, law-abiding 
citizens who possess legal 
weapons," he wrote on his 
website. "It'sthe epitome of 
injustice." 

Carmelo Lagana, project 
manager for foreign trade 
at economiesuisse, the 
country's top business fed¬ 
eration, insisted Switzerland 
would suffer if Swiss police 


couldn't continue to have 
access to Schengen-zone 
databases. He also said the 
country had an important 
say in negotiations with the 
European Union. 

"It is Switzerland, as a mem¬ 
ber state, that has partici¬ 
pated at every level the 
work to modify this Euro¬ 
pean directive and it was 
exactly able to introduce 
some exceptions to pre¬ 
serve Swiss shooting tradi¬ 
tions," he said. □

BAGHDAD (AP) — A rocket 
wasfined into the Iraqi capi¬ 
tal's heavily fortified Green 
ZDne Sunday night, land¬ 
ing less than a mile from 
the sprawling U.S. Embassy, 
an Iraqi military spokesman 
said. 

The apparent attack, 
which Iraq's state-run news 
agency said did not cause 
any casualties, came amid 
heightened tensions across 
the Persian Gulf, after the 
White House ordered war¬ 
ships and bombers to the 
region earlier this month 
to counter an alleged, un¬ 
explained threat from Iran. 
The U.S. also has ordered 
nonessential staff out of its 
diplomatic posts in Iraq. 

It was the first such attack 
since September, when 
three mortar shells landed 
in an abandoned lot inside 
the Green Tone. 

No one claimed responsibil¬ 
ity for the attack that took 
place after sunset when 
many Baghdad residents 
were indoors breaking their 
fast during the Muslim holy 
month of Ramadan. 
Associated Press reporters 
on the east side of the Tigris 
River, opposite the Green 
7br\e, heard an explosion, 
after which alert sirens 
sounded briefly in Bagh¬ 
dad. 

Iraqi military spokesman 
Brig. Gen. Yahya Rasoul 
told The Associated Press 
that a Katyusha rocket fell 
near the statue of the Un¬ 
known Soldier, less than a 
mile from the U.S. Embassy. 
He said the military was 
investigating the cause 
but that the rocket was 
believed to have been 
fired from east Baghdad. 
The area is home to Iran- 


backed Shiite militias. 
Shortly afterward the rock¬ 
et launcher was discov¬ 
ered by security forces in 
the eastern neighborhood 
of Wihda, according to a 
security official who spoke 
on condition of anonymity 
because he wasnotautho- 
rized to speakto the media. 
The official also said the 
roads leading to the Green 
Tone were closed briefly 
for security reasons before 
they were reopened as 
normal. 

Iraq's state-run news agen¬ 
cy said a Katyusha rocket 
crashed inside the Green 
Tone without causing any 


casualties. The U.S. military 
confirmed an explosion in 
the zone without saying 
what caused it, but said 
there were no American or 
coalition casualties. 

As tensions escalate be¬ 
tween the U.S. and Iran, 
there have been con¬ 
cerns that Baghdad could 
once again get caught in 
the middle , just as it is on 
the path to recovery. The 
country hosts more than 
5,000 U.S. troops, and is 
home to powerful Iranian- 
backed militias, some of 
whom want those U.S. forc- 
esto leave. 

American forces withdrew 


from Iraq in 2011 but re¬ 
turned in 2014atthe invita¬ 
tion of Iraq to help battle 
the Islamic State group 
after it seized vast areas in 
the north and west of the 
country, including Iraq's 
second-largest city, Mosul. 
A U.S.-led coalition pro¬ 
vided crucial air support 
as Iraqi forces regrouped 
and drove IS out in a costly 
three-year campaign. Ira¬ 
nian-backed militias fought 
alongside U.S.-backed Iraqi 
troops against IS, gain¬ 
ing outsized influence and 
power. 

Now, amid an escalating 
conflict between the U.S. 


and Iran, Iraq isonce again 
vulnerable to becoming 
caught up in the power 
play. An attack targeting 
U.S. interests in Iraq would 
be detrimental to the 
country's recent efforts at 
recovering and reclaiming 
its status in the Arab world. 
On May 8, U.S. Secretary of 
State Mike Pompeo made 
a previously unannounced 
trip to the Iraqi capital fol¬ 
lowing the abrupt cancel¬ 
lation of a visit to Germany, 
and told Iraqi intelligence 
that the United States had 
been picking up intelli¬ 
gence that Iran is threat¬ 
ening American interests in 
the Middle East, although 
he offered no details ac¬ 
cording to two Iraqi offi- 
c ia Is. 

A few days later, asU.S.-lra- 
nian tensions continued to 
rise, the State Department 
ordered all non-essential, 
non-emergency govern¬ 
ment staff to leave the 
country. 

Employees of energy giant 
ExxonMobil have also be¬ 
gun evacuating from an 
oil field in the southern Iraqi 
province of Basra. 

On Sunday, Iraqi Oil Minister 
Thameral-Ghadban said in 
a statement that he sent 
a letter to ExxonMobil ask¬ 
ing for clarifications over 
the evacuation, saying the 
evacuation was because 
of "political tensions in the 
region" and not related to 
security. 

He added that the evacu¬ 
ation of the oil giant's for¬ 
eign employeeswas"unac- 
ceptable and unjustified." 
Al-Ghadban said he would 
be holding a meeting with 
ExxonMobil executives this 
weekoverthe evacuation, 
adding thattheirdeparture 
was'temporary.'O

Sudan's military council resumes la Iks with protesters

KHARTOUM, Sudan (AP) 

— Sudan's ruling military 
council is meeting with pro¬ 
testers on Sunday to dis¬ 
cuss the country's political 
transition after talks were 
halted for three days while 
roadswere cleared outside 
the main sit-in in the capi¬ 
tal, Khartoum. 

"fhe two sides have held 
several roundsofta Iks since 
the military overthrew Presi¬ 
dent Omar al-Bashir last 
month, ending his 30-year 
reign after four months of 
mass protests and sit-ins, 
which are still underway. 
The deputy head of the 
military council, Gen. Mo¬ 
hammed Hamdan Dagalo, 
better known as Hemedti, 
meanwhile said late Sat¬ 
urday that security forces 
have arrested those be¬ 
hind an attack on the pro¬ 
testers last week that killed 
at least five people, includ¬ 
ing an army officer. Both 
the military and the protest¬ 
ers had blamed the attack 
on al-Bashir loyalists. 


'The assailants who 
opened fire (on protesters) 
have been caught. Their 
confessions will be broad¬ 
cast on TV," said Dagalo, 
who headsthe paramilitary 
Rapid Support Forces 
He hailed the Forcesforthe 
Declaration of Freedom 
and Change, which rep¬ 
resents the protesters, for 
their role in al-Bashir's mili¬ 
tary overthrow on April 11. 
"We want the democracy 
they are talking about. 
We want a real democra¬ 
cy, fair and free elections. 
Whoever the Sudanese 
choose will rule," he said. 
The negotiations were sus¬ 
pended Wednesday, just 
hours after the military and 
the protesters announced 
they had agreed on the 
makeup of an interim par¬ 
liament and a Cabinet 
for the transitional period, 
which is to last three years 
The military council had 
called forthe roadsoutside 
the sit-in in front of the mili¬ 
tary's headquarters in Khar¬ 
toum to be opened. The 
protesters appear to have 
agreed to the demand, 


asthe roadswere cleared 
without incident on Thurs¬ 
day. The protesters also 
agreed to open the railway 
that crosses the area of the 
sit-in forfive hoursa day. 
The generals and the pro¬ 
testers remain divided on 
whatrole the military should 
have in the transition to ci¬ 
vilian rule. Sunday's talks 
are expected to focus on 
the makeup of the sover¬ 
eign council, which would 
guide the nation through 
the transition. 

The Forces for the Dec¬ 
laration of Freedom and 
Change said it insists on 
"limited military representa¬ 
tion" in a sovereign council 
led by civilians.

2 Malta so Id ie is charged with 
race crimes in migrant death 


VALLETTA, Malta (AP) — 

Two Maltese soldiers have 
pleaded not guilty to 
charges they participated 
in a racially-motivated, fa¬ 
tal drive-by shooting of a 
migrant from Ivory Coast. 
The two men, Lorin Sciclu- 
na and Francesco Fenech, 
were also charged Sunday 
with the April 6 attempted 
murder of two other men 


from Guinea and Gambia, 
who were seriously injured 
in the attack. The death 
of Ivorian Lassana Cisse is 
believed to be Malta's first 
racially motivated slaying 
amid Europe's current de¬ 
bate overmigration. 

The charges, which include 
racial hatred and commit¬ 
ting a racially motivated 
crime, carry a maximum 


of life in prison. Migration is 
a key political issue forthe 
Mediterranean island na¬ 
tion, particularly ahead of 
European Parliament elec¬ 
tions this week.

MARACAIBO, Venezuela 

(AP)— U.S. sanctions on oil- 
rich Venezuela appear to 
be taking hold, resulting in 
mile-long linesforfuel in the 
South American nation's 
second-largest city, Mara¬ 
caibo. 

Some drivers said they'd 
had to waitalmost24 hours 
to fuel up, and people 
have been grabbing cat¬ 
naps on the hoods of cars 
orin truck beds. 

Nearing empty and stuck 
in line, infectious diseases 
doctor Yoli Urdaneta said 
she couldn't make her shift 
to treat patients 
"I've spent four days trying 
to get gasoline," Urdaneta 
said. "But I couldn't." 

A satellite cruising over Ma¬ 
racaibo on Thursday cap¬ 
tured pictures of cars lined 
up for a mile (1.6 kilome¬ 
ters) through the city to the 
pumps, according to by 
MaxarTechnologies, a U.S.- 
based space technology 
company.

firmed the nationalities of 
those who died in Satur- 
day'scrash. 

The Piper Cherokee Six 
plummeted into the At¬ 
lantic shortly after takeoff 
from the popular tourist 
destination of Roatan en 
route to the port of Trujillo. 
The military said in a state¬ 
ment that rescue boats 


with police divers and fire¬ 
men recovered fourbodies 
within minutes of the crash, 
and transported anotherto 
a hospital, where he died 
shortly after of internal inju¬ 
ries. 

The U.S. State Department 
also confirmed the deaths 
of four U.S. citizens and 
Global Affairs Canada 
confirmed that a Canadi¬ 
an also had died. They did 
not release names. 
Honduran authorities iden¬ 
tified the pilot as Patrick 
Forseth, a Canadian na¬ 
tional who developed tour¬ 
ism projects in the Trujillo 
Bay area. 

Forseth was involved in a le¬ 
gal dispute with Afro-indig¬ 
enous Hondurans who ac¬ 
cused him of trying to de¬ 
velop their ancestral lands 
into vacation propertiesfor 
international tourists Fors¬ 
eth defended hiscompany 
in a 2017 statement, saying 
it had purchased the land 
in 2013 and had made sev- 
eral attempts to reach an 
amicable resolution.Q 


Russ Da lien, a Miami-based 
partner at the brokerage 
firm Caracas Capital Mar¬ 
kets, said Sunday that stiff 
U.S. sanctions on top of de¬ 
caying refineries has begun 
to hit home. 

Venezuela doesn't have 
the cash to import key in¬ 
gredients to keep up pro¬ 
duction in a country with 
the world's largest oil re¬ 
serves, said Da lien, who es¬ 
timated that the state run 
oil-firm PDVSA is producing 
10 to 15% of its c a pa c ity. 
"It'saII coming togetherinto 
a toxic brew," Da lien said. 
'That is really having a dev¬ 
astating effect." 

The Trump administration 
thisyearsanctioned PDVSA 
in an effort aimed at driving 
President Nicolas Madura 
from office, while throwing 
its support behind opposi¬ 
tion leaderj uan Guado. 
The U.S. sanctions essen¬ 
tially cut off Madura's gov¬ 
ernment from its Houston- 


based subsidiary Citgo, 
depriving offic ia Is of a n es¬ 
timated $11 billion in hard 
currency from exports this 
year. U.S. officials say this 
cash flow long bankrolled 
what they call Madura's 
"dictatorship." 

Sanctions also put the 
squeeze on Venezuela ac¬ 
cess to diluents needed to 
thin its tar-like heavy crude 
so itcan be piped overlOO 
miles (160 kilometers) from 
the field to be turned into 
gasoline. 

And the political stalemate 
shows few signs of drawing 
near its end. 

In a recent flurry of diplo¬ 
matic activity aimed at 
peacefully solving Ven¬ 
ezuela's crisis, European 
officials said they held in¬ 
tensive meetings over two 
days in Caracas with key 
players. 

At about the same time, 
Madura's government and 
the opposition sent repre¬ 
sentatives to talks in Nor¬ 
way. Officials engaged in 
both efforts reported no 
breakthroughs 
The panic over shortages 
has crept into the capital, 
Caracas, leading to mod¬ 
erately long lines for the 
last three days at many 
stations. Across the country 
in Maracaibo, angry driv¬ 
ers lined up complaining 
that police were profiting 
off their frustrations. Driv¬ 
ers said officers overseeing 
the lines allowed some to 
pay the equivalent of $3.60 

— more than half of the 
monthly minimum wage 

— to cut into a shorter line 
while others waited to fill up 
their tank with subsidized 
fuel that costs less than a 
penny. 

Jose Eustaquio Perez, 65, 
said he took the offer. 

"I'm too old and I'm not in 
the mood to wait in this 
long line," he said. "I don't 
feel good, so I paid it to get 
out of here.

SAN JOSE, Calif. (AP) - 

Vladimir Tarasenko scored 
on a penalty shot and 
J a den Schwartz added the 
first of his three goalsduring 
a dominant second period 
that carried St. Louis to the 
brink of its first trip to the 
Stanley Cup Final in nearly 
a half-century, sending the 
Blues to a 5-0 victory over 
the San J ose Sharks on Sun¬ 
day in Game 5 of the West¬ 
ern Conference final. 

St. Louis used a relentless 
forecheck to take control 
of the game and series in 
the second period, get¬ 
ting the two goals and out- 
shooting the beleaguered 
Sharks 20-6 during the 
frame. It also got 21 saves 
from Jordan Binnington in 
his first playoff shutout and 
a first-period goal from Os¬ 
kar Sundqvist to overwhelm 
the Sha rks. 

Schwartz added two goals 
in the third for his second 
hat trick this postseason, 
becoming the first player 
with two in one playoff run 
since Johan Franzen for 
Detroit in 2008. 

The victory gave the Blues 
a 3-2 series lead, the clos¬ 
est they've been to making 
the final since getting there 
in their first three seasonsas 
the winnerofthe all-expan¬ 
sion Western Conference. 
St. Louis can earn its first 
trip back to the final since 
1970 with a win at home in 
Game 6 on Tuesday night. 
Martin Jones made 35 
savesforthe Sharksbutgot 
little help from his team¬ 
mates, who have been 
held to one goal in losing 
the past two games. San 
Jose now faces elimina¬ 
tion for the third straight 
series, having overcome a 


3-1 series deficit to Vegas 
in the first round and win¬ 
ning a Game 7 at home in 
the second round against 
Colorado. 

San J ose got off to a spir¬ 
ited start in the rare after¬ 
noon contest that led to 
a more subdued crowd 
than usual at the Shark 
Tank. Evander Kane hit the 
post just 12 seconds into 
the game and the Sharks 
had the better of the play 
in the opening 20 minutes 
despite falling behind 1-0 
when Sundqvist converted 
a tumoverfrom a hobbled 
ErikKarlsson into a goal less 
than six minutes into the 
contest. 

Karlsson has been ham¬ 
pered by a groin injury that 
sidelined him for 27 of the 
final 33 games in the regu¬ 
lar season and has been 
extremely limited since the 
third period of Game 4. He 
tried to make a quick outlet 
under pressure but his pass 
went through teammate 
Brenden Dillon's skates, off 
the boards and right to 
Sundqvist, who beat Jones 
to give the Bluestheirfourth 
goal of the series from the 
fourth line. 

The Blues then took over in 
the second period, putting 
11 shots on goal in less than 
five minutes They added 
to the lead when Tarasen¬ 
ko's shot was partially 
blocked. J ones then swept 
it away but it went right to 
Schwartz, who knocked it 
into the open net to make 
it 2-0. 

The Blues didn't letup after 
that and kept the pressure, 
leading to a breakaway by 
Tarasenko. He was pulled 
down by Brent Bums for 
a penalty shot and con¬ 
verted it with a shot high to 
J ones' glove sideO

But he delivered the key 
shots over the closing 
stretch as Johnson faded 
with two straight bogeys, 
and Koepka closed with 
a 4-over 74 for a two-shot 
victory and joined liger 
Woods as the only back- 


to-backwinnersofthe PGA 
Championship since itwent 
to stroke play in 1958. 
Koepka said at the start of 
the week that majors are 
sometimes the easiest to 


win.

"I'm just glad I don't have 
to play any more holes," 
Koepka said. "That was 
a stressful round of golf. 
I'm glad to have this thing 
back in my hands" 

Koepka appeared to wrap 
it up with a gap wedge 
from 156 yards to 2 feet on 
the 10th hole fora birdie, as 
Johnson made his first bo¬ 
gey ofthe round up ahead 
on the 11th. lhat restored 
the lead to six shots, and 
the coronation wason. 

And then it all changed in 
a New York minute. 

Koepka missed three 
straight fairways and made 
three straight bogeys, hav¬ 
ing to make a 6-foot putt 
on No. 11 to keep it from 
being worse. The wind was 
so fickle that it died as he 


hit 7-iron to the par-3 14th 
that sailed over the green, 
leading to a fourth straight 
bogey. 

Ihe crowd sensed a col¬ 
lapse, and began chant¬ 
ing, "DJ ! DJ ! DJ!" as Koep¬ 
ka was playing the hole. 
Ahead of him, Johnson 
made birdie on the 15th — 
the toughest hole at Beth¬ 
page Black a II week — and 
the lead wasdown to one. 
lhat was as close asj ohn¬ 
son got. 

His 5-iron pierced through 
a wind that gusted close 
to 25 mph, over the green 
and into a buried lie. He 
missed the 7-foot par putt, 
went long ofthe green on 
the par-3 17th for another 
bogey and had to settle for 
69. 

"Hit the shot I wanted to 
right at the flag," J ohnson 
said of his 5-iron from 194 
yards on the 16th. "I don't 
know how it flew 200 yards 
into the wind like that. 
Johnson now has runner- 
up finishes in all four of the 
majors, the wrong kind of 
careerGrand Slam. 

"I gave it a run," he said. 
"That's a II you can ask for." 
Koepka returned to No. 
1 in the world with a per¬ 
formance that defines his 
dominance in golf'sbiggest 
events. 

He becomesthe first player 
to hold back-to-back titles 
in two majors at the same 
time, having won a second 
straight U.S. Open last sum- 
mer60 milesdown the road 
at Shinnecock Hills. He was 
the first wire-to-wire winner 
in the PGA Championship 
since Hal Sutton at Riviera 
in 1983. 

And what stakes his claim 
asone ofthe best in hisgen- 
eration was a third straight 
year winning a major. He 
joins a most elite group — 
only Woods, Phil Mickelson, 
Tom Watson, J ack Nicklaus 
and Arnold Palmer have 
done that since the Mas¬ 
ters began in 1934. 

He now has four majors in 
his last eight, a streak not 
seen since Woodswon sev¬ 
en out of 11 when he cap¬ 
tured the 2002 U.S. Open at 
Bethpage Black. 

Next up is the U.S. Open at 
Pebble Beach, where Ko¬ 
epka defends his title for 
the third time. □

Long posted his decision 
on Twitter , with a tweet 
that included a picture of 
his right hand holding up a 
red cup with a grassy field, 
trees and mountains in the 
background. 

'Cheers,"Long wrote. "Been 
a hell of a journey. Eleven 
years and I can honestly 
say I put my soul into every 
minute of it. Highs and lows 
I've seen them both and I 
appreciate the perspec¬ 
tive. Gratitude and love to 
those who lifted me up." 
Ihe 33-year-old son of 
Hall of Famer Howie Long 
had 70 career sacks and 
15 forced fumbles in stints 
with the Rams, Patriots and 
Eagles. He won back-to- 
back championships with 
the Patriots (2017) and 
Eagles (2018). Long was 
selected last February as 
the league's Walter Pay- 
ton Award recipient for his 


outstanding community 
service. He established the 
Chris Long Foundation in 
2015 to impact communi¬ 
ties nationally and interna¬ 
tionally through programs 
focusing on clean water, 
military appreciation, and 
youth education. 

In 2017, Long donated his 
entire salary to support ed¬ 
ucation in cities where he 
has played: St. Louis, Bos¬ 
ton and Philadelphia. 

Last year, Long climbed 
Mount Kilimanjaro with oth¬ 
er NFL players and some 
U.S. military veterans to 
raise money to build clean 
wa te r we lls fo r Ea st Afric a. 
He was the second overall 
pic kin the 2008 draft by the 
Rams out of Virginia. Long 
spent his first eight seasons 
in St. Louis before signing 
with New England as a free 
agent in 2016. He played 
his final two seasons with 
Philadelphia after joining 
the Eagles as a free agent. 
'Chris was everything that 
we thought he was and 
even more — not only as a 
greatplayerforourfootball 
team, but also in the com¬ 
munity," the Eagles said in a 
statement posted on their 
website. □ 


INDIANAPOLIS (AP) — Si¬ 
mon Pagenaud keepsfind- 
ing new ways to impress his 
team owner. 

Last weekend, he rallied in 
the rain to end a 21-race 
drought. On Sunday, he 
put Roger Penske back on 
the pole for the Indianapo¬ 
lis 500. And he may not be 
finished. 

Pagenaud traded high- 
fives and pumped his fist 
along pit row after earn¬ 
ing the first Indy pole by a 
French driver in a century. 
He had a four-lap quali¬ 
fying average of 229.992 
mph to edge Ed Carpen¬ 
ter and Spencer Pigot and 
give Chevrolet a clean 
sweep of the front row for 
next Sunday's race. 
'Watching him run in that 
road race, in the water, I've 
never seen a run like that 
in my life," Penske said af¬ 
ter the team captured its 
266th IndyCar pole. "And 
then to come out here and 
win the pole? We've got 
great momentum." 

The timing couldn't be bet- 
terforPagenaud, either. 
With his contract expiring 
at the end of this season 
and questions lingering 
about his future, the 2016 
series champ has thrived 
this month on IndyCar'sbig- 
gest stage. 

He won the IndyCar Grand 
Prix for his first trip to victory 
lane since the 2017 sea¬ 
son finale at Sonoma. He 
earned his first pole since 
J uly 2017 at Toronto. 

On Sunday, Pagenaud was 
the only driver in the nine- 
car pole shootout to top 
230 on three of the four 
laps He knocked a three¬ 
time Indy pole winner out 
of the top spot. 

Carpenter wound up sec¬ 
ond with an average of 
229.889. Pigot, who also 
drives for Ed Carpenter 


Racing, will start third at 
229.826. 

'This is truly what Team 
Penske does," Pagenaud 
said. 'They give us the best 
equipment. Quite frankly, 
(my driving is) at the very, 
very end of what made 
this possible. I'm just very 
honored to drive this No.22 
Chevy Menards, which ob¬ 
viously was very incredible 
today." 

Teammates Will Power, 
the defending race win¬ 
ner, and J osef Newgarden, 
the 2017 IndyCar champ, 
didn't record a single lap 
on the 2.5-mile oval over 
229. Three-time Indy winner 
Helio Castroneves didn't 
even make the shootout. 
And now Pagenaud has 
positioned himself perfectly 
to extend Penske's record 
to 18 Indy 500 wins — a she 
celebrates the 50th anni¬ 
versary of his first trip to Indy 
as a team owner. 

Plus, Pagenaud also can 
become the second 
straight driver to sweep 
the two Indy races — join¬ 
ing Power. The Australian 
achieved the feat last year. 
The only real competition 
in qualifying came from 
Carpenter's three-car con¬ 
tingent, which included Ed 


Jones of Dubai landing in 
the No. 4 starting spot. 

'To have Ed Carpentercars 
starting second, third and 
fourth, I think that speaks 
volumes to the organiza¬ 
tion," Carpenter said. "I re¬ 
ally wish one of us would 
have ended up on pole, 
but I'm still really happy to 
be two, three and four. 
Smon just put in a really 
nice, long run. His car was 
so consistent. I couldn't be 
that consistent, so, con¬ 
grats to him." 

Pigot had the fastest caron 
Saturday and would have 
had the pole if rain had 
washed out qualifying.

By ANDREW DAMPF 
ROME (AP) — Rafael Nad¬ 
al is right back where he 
wants to be. 

After losing in the semifinals 
of three straight clay-court 
tournaments, Nadal domi¬ 
nated for stretches against 
his longtime rival, Novak 
Djokovic, in a 6-0, 4-6, 6-1 
win Sundayfora record-ex- 
tending ninth Italian Open 
title. 

It ma rked the first time in a n 
Open Era-record 54 meet¬ 
ings, and in their 142nd set 
against each other, that 
Nadal won a set against 
Djokovic without conced¬ 
ing a game — otherwise 
known asa bagel. 

The timing for Nadal's re¬ 
turn to form could not have 
been more opportune, 
as he will seek a record¬ 
extending 12th title at the 
French Open starting next 
weekend. 

'Winning a title is important 
but for me the most im¬ 
portant thing is feel myself 
competitive, feel myself 
healthy," Nadal said. 'Then 
with the feeling that I am 
improving. I know if I'm able 
to reach my level you can 
win, you can lose, but nor¬ 
mally I'm going to have my 
chances, especially on this 
surface." 

Top-ranked Djokovic, 
meanwhile, appeared ex¬ 
hausted after spending 
more than 5 V 2 hours on 


court against Juan Mar¬ 
tin del Potro and Diego 
Schwartzman the previous 
two days. 

Djokovic was also coming 
off the Madrid Open title 
last week. 

"I don't want to talk about 
fatigue or things like that," 
Djokovic said. "Rafa was 
simply too strong today." 

In the women's final earlier, 
Karolina Pliskova captured 
the biggest clay-court tro¬ 
phy of hercareerby beat¬ 
ing J ohanna Konta 6-3, 6-4. 
The Fora Italico crowd con¬ 
tinually tried to encourage 
Djokovic with chants of "Vai 
Nole!" — Go Nole! — but 
the top-ranked Serb strug¬ 
gled with his overhead and 
drop shots. 

Midway through the sec¬ 


ond set, Nadal chased 
down a lob with an over- 
the-shoulder shot and 
Djokovic's ensuing over¬ 
head landed in the net to 
conclude a long point. 
Djokovic again netted an 
overhead in the next game 
and then kicked the ball in 
frustration when he missed 
a drop shot attempt late in 
the second. 

But Djokovic hung around 
in the second and convert¬ 
ed his first set point when 
a looping forehand from 
Nadal sailed wide for his 
first break of the match. As 
he walked to his chair af¬ 
terwinning the second set, 
Djokovic waved his arms to 
getthe crowd behind him. 
However, Djokovic didn't 
have much left in the tank. 


When Nadal pushed 
Djokovic deep into the cor- 
nerin the opening game of 
the third set and Djokovic's 
desperation lob sailed long 
to hand Nadal a break, 
Djokovic smashed his rack¬ 
et to the clay three times in 
frustration and received a 
warning from the chair um¬ 
pire. 

Djokovic won only 29 per¬ 
cent of the points on his 
second serve and commit¬ 
ted 39 unforced errors to 
Nadal'sl7. Also, Nadalwon 
23 of the 31 rallies with nine 
ormore shots 
PUSKOVA NO. 2 
Pliskova's victory will move 
her up to No. 2 in the rank¬ 
ings and makes her one of 
the contenders for Roland 
Garros. 

"I just hope to take the ten¬ 
nis I was playing here to 
Paris," Pliskova said. "For 
sure there's going to be a 
chance for me if I play this 
way." 

The 2016 U.S. Open runner- 
up, Pliskova also reached 
the Australian Open semi¬ 
finals and the Miami Open 
final after opening this sea¬ 
son with a title in Brisbane, 
Australia. But she lost in the 
second round of her previ¬ 
ous two tournaments on 
clay in Stuttgart, Germany, 
and Madrid. 

"Nobody really gave me 
chance forthistournament 
— even me," Pliskova said. 


"Before the tournament, I 
was not super confident, 
not thinking about the fi¬ 
nal at all. I wasjust happy 
with every match which I 
played. So it's little bit like a 
miracle forme." 

The unseeded Konta ap¬ 
peared nervous at the 
start, double faulting then 
landing a backhand into 
the net to ha nd Pliskova a 
break in her opening ser¬ 
vice game. 

In the second set, Pliskova 
used a swinging forehand 
volley putaway to break 
for a 4-3 lead and never 
looked back. 

"It's always tough play¬ 
ing Karolina," Konta said. 
'There's rarely really a 
rhythm to the match. She 
plays with big shots, quite 
flat, and big serves It can 
feel sometimes you're fight¬ 
ing an uphill battle. That 
wasthe case today." 

After converting her third 
championship point, Plis¬ 
kova went over and 
slapped hands with Con- 
chita Martinez, the four¬ 
time Rome champion who 
she recently named her 
head coach. Pliskova then 
asked Martinez and the rest 
of herteam to come down 
onto the court for her vic¬ 
tory celebration. 

'5he loved clay so she 
knowsexactly what I should 
do," Pliskova said of Marti¬

Roglic had been more 
than five minutes behind 
Conti going into the time 
trial but moved into sec¬ 
ond overall, 1:50 behind 
the UAE Team Emirates 
cyclist, who had replaced 
Roglic in the overall lead 
after finishing second in 
Thursday's sixth stage. 


Moreover, Roglic gained 
time on his rivals. British cy¬ 
clist Simon Yates — one of 
the pre-race favorites — 
finished more than three 
minutes behind Roglic. 
"It'sa perfect performance 
in my mind. I did a good 
job," Roglic said. "I took it 
easy atthe beginning and 
I gave it a II atthe end.

NEW YORK (AP) — Deontay 
Wilder believes they are 
conning, the mega match¬ 
up with Anthony J oshua 
and the rematch with Ty¬ 
son Fury.

Wildersaid. 

Wilder hurt Breazeale with 
a right to the head early 
in their fight at Barclays 
Center, but the challenger 
had recovered from that 
early onslaught. But there 
was no coming back from 
the right later in the round 
that immediately dropped 
Breazeale, who was trying 
to get up as referee Harvey 
Dock counted him out at 
2:17 of the round. 

'When I hit him with the 
right hand the first time, his 
body language changed," 
Wildersaid. 

And with the last one, 
Breazeale'sbody language 
crumpled. 

Wilder (41-0-1, 40 KOs) was 
coming off hisdraw against 
Fury in December, the first 
fight of his pro career that 
wasn't a victory. He want¬ 
ed a rematch with Fury ora 
unification match with fel¬ 
low champion J oshua, but 
settled fora mandatory de¬ 
fense of his WBC title when 
those couldn't be made. 

He ended it quickly, finish¬ 
ing off Breazeale (20-2) af¬ 
ter being pushed hard in 
ea c h of his la st two fig hts. 
Wilder weighed in at a little 


more than 223 pounds, a 
gain from the 209 he was 
at for the Fury fight, but still 
well below the 245 he set 
as a goal after feeling he 
was too small in that bout, 
in which he dropped Fury 
with a huge combination 
in the 12th round but had 
to settle forthe draw when 
the challengerwasable to 
get up and finish the fight. 
An immediate rematch 
was expected before Fury 
surprisingly went another 
route. 

"I understand what Tyson 
Fury did. When you get 
dropped on the canvas 
like that, I understand you 
have to get yourself back 
together," Wildersaid. "But 
the rematch will happen, 
like all these other fig hts will 
happen. The great thing is 
a II these fig hts a re in d isc us- 
sion. The big fights will hap¬ 
pen." 

And Wilder won't need any 
more pounds as long as 
he still has one of the most 
feared right hands in box¬ 
ing. 

Breazeale had down¬ 
played Wilder's power, say¬ 
ing heavyweights are sup¬ 
posed to hit hand. But he 
should certainly be a be¬ 
liever now. 

He was challenging for a 
heavyweight title for the 
second time, having been 
stopped by Joshua in the 
seventh round three years 
ago in Britain. He said he 
had learned and grown 
from that fight, but there's 
nothing that could have 
prepared him for what 
faced in landing just two 
punches before 13,181 fa ns 
in Brooklyn. 

'This was a situation 
where he landed the big 
right hand before I did," 
Breazeale said. "I thought 
I was going to come on 
in the later rounds I'll be 
back and go forthe heavy¬ 
weight title again."

without seriously moving 
close to action. 

Joshua will be making his 
U.S. debut at nearby Madi¬ 
son Square Garden on 
June 1, so perhaps they 
could try again afterward 
to negotiate a bout. 

Wilder easily put aside the 
letdown of not fighting 
Joshua or Fury again be¬ 
cause of his anger toward 
Breazeale over an alterca¬ 
tion involving family mem¬ 
bers at an Alabama hotel 


in 2017. He went as far as 
to tout his ability to kill a 
man in the ring, remarks for 
which WBC President Mau- 
ricio Sulaiman said would 
be addressed by the orga¬ 
nization in a hearing. 

Wilder was coming off 
tough tests in his last two 
bouts, getting rocked by 
Luis Ortiz in their March 2018 
fight in this arena before 
stopping the Cuban in the 
10th round, and needing 
a knockdown in the final 
round to secure the draw 
with Fury. 

He looked like a picture

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Schools turn to apps, other tech to guard against shootings

IDS ANGELES (AP) — 

Schools trying to protect 
kids from mass shootings 
are turning to gunshot de¬ 
tection systems, cellphone 
apps and artificial intelli¬ 
gence — a high-tech ap¬ 
proach designed to reduce 
the numberof victims. 
Technology that speeds 
up law enforcement's re¬ 
sponse and quickly alerts 
teachers and students to 
danger is a growing tool 
amid rising concerns over 
the inability to prevent 
shootings like the one last 
weekata suburban Denver 
high school. An 18-year-old 
student who rushed one of 
the gunmen died. 

While a focuson gun control 
often emerges after school 
shootings, technology can 
be a less partisan solution 
that's quick to implement 
— though some experts say 
funding preventive mental 
health resources should be 
the priority. 

'We've kind of reached this 
state of frustration where 
we (feel like we) can't 
protect our students," said 
Dennis Kenney, a profes¬ 
sor at the John Jay Col¬ 
lege of Criminal Justice. 
'What we're trying to do is 
find some technological fix, 
and there isn't one." 

Districts nationwide are 
recognizing that and insti¬ 
tuting an approach that 
combines technology with 
mental health programs, 
bullying prevention and se¬ 
curity officers. 

"If I'm intent on shoot- 
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ing people at a school, 
there are 20 ways to do it," 
said Erik Endress, CEO of 
Share911, a New Jersey- 
based company with an 
app that allows staff to 
immediately report to col¬ 
leagues and police every¬ 
thing from medical condi¬ 
tions to active shooters. 

'We can improve the out¬ 
come of these situations," 
Endress said. 'We can mini¬ 
mize the casualty count." 
While school attacks are 
relatively rare, they have 
been among the deadliest 
mass shootings in U.S. his¬ 
tory. 

The 1999 massacre of 13 
people at Columbine High 
School in Littleton, Colora¬ 
do, ushered in a new era of 
school security but the car¬ 
nage continued, including 
27 people killed in 2012 at 
Sandy Hook Elementary 
School in Newtown, Con¬ 
necticut, and 17 deaths 
last year at Marjory Stone- 
man Douglas High School 
in Parkland, Florida. 

Joseph Erardi, a retired 
Newtown superintendent 
who came to the district 
a year after the shooting, 
said lawmakers pressed for 
"hardening" infrastructure 
at schools. 

That has spumed a billion- 
dollar industry where com¬ 
panies manufacture prod¬ 


ucts from "ballistic attack- 
resistant" doors to smoke 
cannons. The hardening 
market, as well as lobbying 
efforts to get taxpayer dol¬ 
lars to fund upgrades, had 
stalled in recent years but 
rekindled after the Park¬ 
land shooting. 

Now many schools, like the 
Beverly Hills Unified School 
District, are combining that 
kind of hardware with more 
high-tech solutions and 
therapeutic programs. 
'That's like the Number 1 
concept of security forany 
principal: physical security 
and emotional security of 
children," said Juliet Fine, 
principal at Horace Mann 
School, which serves kin¬ 
dergarten through eighth 
grade. 

Beverly Hills is among 200 
U.S. school districts using 
the Share911 app. The 
board of education added 
it and other measures, in¬ 
cluding armed security offi¬ 
cers, following the Parkland 
shooting. 

In the fall, the district will 
add a central command 
center that will monitor 
feeds from all the district's 
surveillance cameras and 
use software to monitor 
keywords in online search 
traffic for potential threats. 
'Safety in schools is evolv¬ 
ing. Technology and soft-

ware, like in all aspects of 
the modem world, need to 
be utilized and used," said 
Christopher Hertz, districtdi- 
rectorof school safety. We 
want our kids to feel and 
be safe. ... If we do all this, 
then our teachers can do 
what they need to do." 
Wealthier areas have not 
been immune to violence. 
Horace Mann parents and 
teachers stressed that they 
and studentsfeel safe with¬ 
in the walled campus, and 
not just because it's in an 
exclusive area. 

"I'm grateful I live in this 
community that has so 
much security, and I know 
they are protected," Evelyn 
Lahiji, 42, said as she picked 
up hersons, Lorenzo Nagh- 
dechi, 8, and Leonardo 
Naghdechi, 9. 

Christina Richner, 45, said 
her 6-year-old son, Julian, 
and 9-year-old daughter, 
Olivia, have gone through 
so many emergency drills 
that 'their reflexes will kick 
in"during a shooting. 

The students are trained 
to gather in a comer with 
the classroom's lights out 
and blindsdrawn in a lock- 
down, social studies tea ch- 
er Laura Stark said. Staffers 
check in via the Share911 
app to share information, 
including if any kids are 
missing or injured. 


Share911 launched three 
weeks after the Sandy 
Hook shooting. The app 
provides real-time data to 
school employees and law 
enforcement, such as the 
type of threat and its loca¬ 
tion, based on floor plans of 
the building. 

'You can't decide if you're 
going to run, hide or fight 
in the absence of informa¬ 
tion," said Endress, the CEO. 
AmberBox, an indoor gun¬ 
shot detection product 
that looks like a smoke de¬ 
tector, hasa similarphiloso- 
phy. It alerts school officials 
and law enforcement the 
moment a shot is fired and 
mapsthe location. 

The system uses sensors that 
track a gun's muzzle flash 
and a bullet's shockwave, 
CEO J a mes Popper said. 
Chicago-based Aegis Al 
is refining technology to 
identify a gun as soon as it 
enters an area that a cam¬ 
era is scanning. The com¬ 
pany was incorporated a 
yearago and still isworking 
to minimize false alarms, 
such as when the software 
flags a staple gun or drill, 
CEO SonnyTai said. Most of 
its clients are in a pilot pro¬ 
gram. 

Some experts are con¬ 
cerned that districts are 
embracing technology to 
allay public concern while 
taking money away from 
mental health programs 
and violence-prevention 
efforts 

"It's something you can 
show. I can go to a board 
meeting and hold up this 
shiny thing," said Amy 
Klinger, co-founder of The 
Educator's School Safety 
Network and a former 
teacherand school admin¬ 
istrator in Ohio. 

Despite the advances in 
both safety technology 
and mental health pro¬ 
grams, experts say there's 
no foolproof way to pre¬ 
dict or stop a shooting. 
Wealthy, suburban districts 
like Beverly Hills that can af¬ 
ford the latest innovations 
face as much risk as inner- 
city schools where metal 
detectors have been com¬ 
monplace foryears. 
"Nobody ever thinks it's go¬ 
ing to happen there," En¬ 
dress said. 'Well, it's hap¬ 
pening everywhere.'□ 
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China's ban on sc tap imports a boon to U.S recycling plants

ALBANY, N.Y. (AP) — The 

halt on China's imports 
of wastepaper and plas¬ 
tic that has disrupted U.S. 
recycling programs has 
also spurred investment in 
American plants that pro¬ 
cess recyc lab les. 

U.S. papermillsare expand¬ 
ing capacity to take ad¬ 
vantage ofa glutofcheap 
scrap. Some facilities that 
previously exported plastic 
or metal to China have re¬ 
tooled so they can process 
it themselves. 

And in a twist, the investors 
include Chinese compa¬ 
nies that are still interested 
in having access to waste- 
paper or flattened bottles 
as raw material for manu¬ 
facturing. 

"It's a very good moment 
for recycling in the United 
States," said Neil Seldman, 
co-founder of the Institute 
for Local Self-Reliance, a 
Washington-based organi¬ 
zation that helps cities im¬ 
prove recycling programs 
China, which had long 
been the world's largest 
destination for paper, plas¬ 
tic and other recyc lables, 
phased in import restric¬ 
tions in J a nua ry 2018. 
Global scrap prices plum¬ 
meted, prompting waste- 
hauling companies to pass 
the cost of sorting and bal¬ 
ing recyc la bles on to mu¬ 
nicipalities. With no market 
for the wastepaper and 
plastic in their blue bins, 
some communities scaled 
back or suspended curb- 
side recycling programs. 
New domestic markets of- 
fera glimmerof hope. 
About $1 billion in invest¬ 
ment in U.S. paper pro¬ 
cessing plants has been 
announced in the past 
six months, according to 
Dylan de Thomas, a vice 
president at The Recycling 
Partnership, a nonprofit or¬ 
ganization that tracks and 
works with the industry. 
Hong Kong-based Nine 
Dragons, one of the world's 
largest producers of card¬ 
board boxes, has invested 
$500 million over the past 
year to buy and expand or 
restart production at paper 
mills in Maine, Wisconsin 
and West Virginia. 

In addition to making pa¬ 


per from wood fiber, the 
mills will add production 
lines turning more than a 
million tons of scrap into 
pulp to make boxes, said 
Brian Boland, vice presi¬ 
dent of government affairs 
and corporate initiativesfor 
ND Paper, Nine Dragons' 
U.S. affiliate. 

'The paper industry has 
been in contraction since 
the early 2000s," Boland 
said. 'To see this kind of 
change is frankly amazing. 
Even though it's a Chinese- 
owned company, it'screat- 
ing U.S. jobs and revitalizing 
communities like Old Town, 
Maine, where the old mill 
was shuttered." 

The Northeast Recycling 
Council said in a report last 
fall that 17 North American 
papermillshad announced 
increased capacity to han¬ 
dle recyclable papersince 
the Chinese cutoff. 

Another Chinese compa¬ 
ny, Global Win Wickliffe, 
is reopening a shuttered 
paper mill in Kentucky. 
Georgia-based Pratt Indus¬ 
tries is constructing a mill 
in Wapakoneta, Ohio that 
will turn 425,000 tons of re¬ 
cycled pa per per year into 
shipping boxes. 

Plasticsalso hasa lotofca- 
pacity coming online, de 
Thomas said, noting new or 
expanded plants in Texas, 
Pennsylvania, California 
and North Carolina that 
turn recycled plastic bot¬ 
tles into new bottles. 
Chinese companies are in¬ 
vesting in plastic and scrap 
metal recycling plants 
in Georgia, Indiana and 
North Carolina to make 
feedstocks for manufactur¬ 
ers in China, he said. 

In New Brunswick, New 
Jersey, the recycling com¬ 
pany GDB International ex¬ 
ported balesof scrap plas¬ 
tic film sue h a s pa Met wra p 
and grocery bagsforyears. 
But when China started re¬ 
stricting imports, company 
president Sunil Bagaria in¬ 
stalled new machinery to 
process it into pellets he 
sells profitably to manufac- 
turersof garbage bagsand 
plastic pipe. 

He said the imports cutoff 
that China calls "National 
Sword" was a much-need¬ 
ed wake-up call to his in¬ 
dustry.

'The export of plastic scrap 
played a big role in fa¬ 
cilitating recycling in our 
country," Bagaria said. 'The 
downside is that infrastruc¬ 
ture to do our own domes¬ 
tic recycling didn't devel¬ 
op." 

Now that is changing, 
though he said far more 
domestic processing ca¬ 
pacity will be needed asa 
growing number of coun¬ 
tries restrict sc rap imports. 
"Ultimately, sooner or later, 
the society that produces 
plastic scrap will become 
responsible for recycling it," 
he said. 

It has also yet to be seen 
whether the new plants 
coming on line can quickly 
fix the problems for mu¬ 
nicipal recycling programs 
that relied heavily on sales 
to China to get rid of piles 
of scrap. 

'Chinese companies are 
investing in mills, but until 
we see what the demand 
isgoing to be atthose mills, 


we're stuck in this rut," said 
Ben Harvey, whose com¬ 
pany in Westborough, Mas¬ 
sachusetts, collects trash 
and recyc la bles for about 
30 communities. 

He had a parking lot filled 
with stockpiled paper 
a year ago after China 
closed its doors, but even¬ 


tually found buyers in India, 
Korea and Indonesia. 

Keith Ristau, CEO of Far 
West Recycling in Portland, 
Oregon, said most of the 
recyclable plastic his com¬ 
pany collects used to go 
to China. Now most goes 
to processors in Canada or 
CalifomiaO

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 

Trump administration will 
unveil the first phase of its 
long-awaited blueprint for 
Mideast peace next month 
at a conference in the re¬ 
gion designed to highlight 
economic benefits that 
could be reaped if the Is- 
raeli-Palestinian conflict is 
resolved, the White House 
said Sunday. 

The plan, which has been 
two years in the making, 
envisions large-scale in¬ 
vestment and infrastruc¬ 
ture work in the Palestinian 
territories But the central 
political elements remain 
mostly unknown. And the 
economic workshop, J une 
25-26 in Bahrain, will not 
address the most conten¬ 
tious parts of the conflict: 
borders, the status of Jeru¬ 
salem, Palestinian refugees 
and Israel's security. 

In a joint statement with 
Bahrain, the White House 
said the workshop will give 
government, civil and busi¬ 
ness leaders a chance to 
gather support for eco¬ 
nomic initiatives that could 
be possible with a peace 
agreement. 

The U.S. wants to ensure 
security for Israel and eco¬ 
nomic opportunity to im¬ 
prove the lives of Palestin¬ 
ians. "fhe administration 
hopes that Arab countries 
will help bankroll econom¬ 
ic incentives, such as in¬ 
frastructure and industrial 
projects, to get Palestinians 
to buy into the plan. But 
with details of the politi¬ 
cal aspects of the plan still 
under wraps, any commit¬ 
ments for economic devel¬ 
opment won't be easily at¬ 
tained. 

'The Palestinian people, 
along with all people in 
the Middle East, deserve a 
future with dignity and the 
opportunity to better their 
lives," President Donald 
Trump's senior adviser and 
son-in-law, Jared Kushner, 
said in a statement Sunday. 
"Economic progress can 
only be achieved with a 
solid economic vision and if 
the core political issuesare 


resolved." 

Kushner and Jason Green- 
blatt, envoy of internation¬ 
al negotiations, have been 
leading efforts to write the 
plan, but so far, there's 
been no participation from 
the Palestinians The Pales¬ 
tinian Authority, which has 
complained that the White 
House favors Israel, severed 
ties with the Trump admin¬ 
istration following several 
actio ns targeting them. 
Trump closed the Palestin¬ 
ian diplomatic mission in 
Washington, saying the Pal¬ 
estinians refused to engage 
in peace talks with Israel. 
The U.S. stopped funding 
the U.N. agency that helps 
Palestinian refugees, slash¬ 
ing hundreds of millions of 
dollars in aid for projects in 
the West Bank and Gaza 
and cutting funding to 


hospitals in Jerusalem that 
serve Palestinians. Trump 
also recognized Jerusalem 
as the capital of Israel and 
moved the U.S. Embassy 
there from Tel Aviv. 

The Palestinians' demand 
that Israel fully withdraw 
from all territories it occu¬ 
pies. Israel captured the 
West Bank, Gaza Strip and 
east J erusalem in the 1967 
Mid east war. The Palestin¬ 
ians want those territories 
fora future state. They also 
seek the right of refugees 
to return to the lands and 
the recognition of east Je¬ 
rusalem as the capital of 
an independent Palestine. 
It's an open question as 
to whether the Palestin¬ 
ians will exchange some 
or all of their demands for 
the prospect of economic 
prosperityO

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Obesity suigeiy benefits may 
be biggerfbrteensthan adults

Teenswho have obesity sur¬ 
gery lose as much weight 
as those who have the op¬ 
eration as adults and are 
more likely to have it resolve 
other health problems such 
asdiabetesand high blood 
pressure, a study finds. 

The results suggest there's a 
benefit from not waiting to 
address obesity. Research¬ 
ers say longer study is still 
needed to know lifetime ef¬ 
fects of this radical surgery 
and that it's a personal de¬ 
cision whether and when 
to try it. 

The study was published 
Thursday by the New Eng¬ 
land Journal of Medicine 
and presented atthe Com¬ 
bating Childhood Obesity 
conference in Houston. The 
National Institutes of Health 
paid for it, and some re¬ 
searchers consult for mak¬ 
ers of o besity su rg e ry to o Is 
The damaging effects of 
obesity accumulate, and 
the risk of developing other 
diseasesand dying prema¬ 
turely risesthe longersome- 
one goes. Surgery is usually 
reserved for people who 
can't lose enough weight 
through other means — 
diet, exercise and some¬ 
times med ic ines — and a re 
severely obese. 

Researchers led by Dr. 
Thomas Inge atthe Univer¬ 
sity of Colorado wanted 
to know whether it's bet¬ 
ter or safer to have it in 
mid-life, the most common 
time now, or sooner before 
ma ny of those other hea Ith 
problems appear or do 
much harm. 

They compared results 
from two studies of gastric 
bypass surgery, which cre¬ 
ates a much smaller stom¬ 
ach pouch, in 161 teens 
and 396 adults who had 


been obese since they 
were teens. Five years af¬ 
ter their operations, both 
groupshad lost 26% to 29% 
of their weig ht. 

Diabetes went into remis¬ 
sion in 86% of teens and 
53% of adults who had that 
disease before their op¬ 
erations; high blood pres¬ 
sure did the same in 68% 
ofteensand 41%ofadults. 
Some side effects were 
more common in teens, 
and they were twice as 
likely to need a second op¬ 
eration. 

One troubling finding: Al¬ 


though about 2 percent 
of each group died, two 
of the teens did so from 
drug overdoses, suggesting 
substance abuse and self- 
harm may be a concern. 
Overall, the resultsare con¬ 
sistent with an earlier study 
comparing teens and 
adults, Ted Adams of the 
University of Utah in Salt 
Lake City wrote in a com- 
menta ry in the jouma I. 
"Almost 6% of adolescents 
in the United States are se¬ 
verely obese, and bariat¬ 
ric surgery is now the only 
successful, long-term treat¬ 
ment option" for them, he 
wrote. 

Most obese teens stay 
obese as adults, and 
adults who were obese as 
teens have worse health 
than people who started 
to weigh too much at an 
older age, but that doesn't 
mean it's the right choice 
to have surgery earlierthan 
later, he warned.□

Science of uranium 
enric hmerit a mid 
Iran tension

NEW YORK (AP) — Iran 
made a veiled threat this 
week to enrich uranium 
stocks closer to weapon- 
grade levels amid rising 
tensions in the region. 

That would mean going 
beyond the level of po¬ 
tency allowed by the 2015 
nuclear agreement with 
world powers, which the 
U. S. w ith d re w fro m la st ye a r. 
Tehran is threatening to re¬ 
sume higherenrichmenton 
J uly 7 if no new agreement 
is reached to provide relief 
from U.S. sanctions 
Enriching a supply of ura¬ 
nium means boosting its 
concentration of the type 
of uranium that can power 
a nuclear reaction. That 
type, or isotope, is called 
U-235. Enrichment basically 
means stripping away at¬ 
oms of another isotope, 
called U-238. 

When uranium is mined, 
it typically has about 140 
atoms of this unwanted 
isotope for every atom of 
U-235, notes Christopher 
Chyba of Princeton Univer¬ 
sity. Refining it to a purity 
of 3.67% the level now al¬ 
lowed by the nucleardeal, 
means removing 114 un¬ 
wanted atoms of U-238 for 
every atom of U-235. 
Boosting its purity to 20% 
means removing 22 more 
unwanted isotopes per 


atom of U-235, while go¬ 
ing from there to 90%purity 
means removing just four 
more per atom of U-235, 
he noted. Ninety percent 
is considered weapons- 
grade. 

So once one achieves20% 
purity on the way to 90% 
"you're most of the way 
there already,"Chyba said. 
Iran's Supreme Leader 
Ayatollah Ali Khamenei re¬ 
portedly said Tuesday that 
achieving 20% "is the most 
difficult part ... The next 
steps are easier than this 
step." Iran is not known 
to have enriched beyond 
20% previously. 

Matthew Bunn at Harvard's 
J ohn F. Kennedy School of 
Government said the same 
centrifuge technology 
used to reach 3.67% can 
be used to drive enrich¬ 
ment to 90% 

Once Tehran had enough 
uranium enriched to 20% 
it would only be weeks 
away from a bomb if it de¬ 
cided to build one, he said. 
A bomb's worth of highly 
enriched uranium "could 
be the size of a very large 
grapefruit,"Bunn said.

CANNES, France (AP) — 

Thirty-nine years later, J ack 
is still not a dull boy. 

In a new pristine restora¬ 
tion, Stanley Kubrick's 'The 
Shining" premiered at the 
Cannes Film Festival on 
Friday evening. It was the 
second straight year that 
a Kubrick movie landed 
on the Cnoisette, following 
last year when Christopher 
Nolan brought what he 
termed an "unrestored"cut 
of "2001: A Space Odyssey." 
This time around, Alfonso 
Cuaron introduced the film, 
alongside Kubrick's daugh¬ 
ter, Katharina Kubrick, and 
Leon Vitali, Kubrick's long¬ 
time assistant. Vitali was 
himself profiled in the 2017 
documentary "Filmworker," 
also a Cannes entry. 

"If anybody hasn't seen 
it on the screen before, 


it's a different experience 
completely," Vitali told the 
crowd. "Don't worry, you'll 
all come out of here alive." 
Cuaron's presence in 
Cannes was notable. His 
film "Roma" was set to pre¬ 
miere at the French festival 
last year. But when Netflix 
and the festival couldn't 
agree on distribution terms 
for the streaming giant's 
films, Netflix pulled out of 
Cannesand "Roma" head¬ 
ed instead to the Venice 
Film Festival, where it won 
the Golden Lion prize. 
Cuaron didn't oversee 'The 
Shining" restoration. That 
role went to Steven Spiel¬ 
berg, whose 2018 sci-fi 
thriller "Ready Player One" 
included a lengthy hom¬ 
age to 'The Shining." But 
Cuaron lavished praise on 
'The Shining" while playfully

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'John Wick 3' dethrones 'Avengeis: Endgame' with $57 million

IDS ANGELES (AP) — The 

box office has a new king 
and his name isj ohn Wick. 
The third installment of the 
hyperviolent Kea nu Reeves 
franchise has taken the top 
spot at the North Ameri¬ 
can box office and ended 
the three-week reign of 
"Avengers: Endgame." 
Studios on Sunday say 
'John Wick: Chapter 3 — 
Parabellum" has grossed 
an estimated $57 million in 


its opening weekend. Not 
only did it far exceed ex¬ 
pectations, it's a franchise 
best that nearly doubled 
the opening of the second 
film, which itself doubled 
the opening of the first film 
from 2014. 

The audience, in other 
words, is growing exponen¬ 
tially for this series about a 
talented assassin who nev¬ 
er seems to get a break. 
This time, there's a $14 mil¬ 
lion price tag on his head.

aters 

'This is the best reviewed 
film of the series so far," said 
J oe Dra ke, c ha irma n of the 
Lionsgate Motion Picture 
Group, in a statement. 'We 
believe word-of-mouth will 
continue to drive strong 
businessforthe film all over 
the world." 

Internationally 'John Wick 
3"earned $35.2 million from 
66 territories. 

"Avengers: Endgame" slid 
to second place in itsfourth 
weekend with $29.4 million. 
Domestically, where the 
film has grossed $711 mil¬ 
lion, it's now second only to 
"StarWars:The Force Awak¬ 
ens" ($937 million) and 
globally, with $2.6 billion, it's 
still second to "Avatar" ($2.8 
billion). 

In its second weekend, 
"Poke mo n Detective Pi¬ 
kachu" also continued to 
do well, placing third with 
$24.8 million. But with the 
high-performing trifecta of 
John Wick, the Avengers 


and Pikachu, there weren't 
very many moviegoers left 
overforthe less flashy new¬ 
comers like "A Dog's Jour¬ 
ney" and 'The Sun Is Also a 
Star." 

'The marketplace was so 
dominated by 'J ohn Wick,"' 
said Paul Dergarabedian, 
the seniormedia analyst for 
Comscore. "It'stough when 
one movie over performs 
by this kind of magnitude." 
Amblin Entertainment and 
Reliance Entertainment's "A 
Dog's J oumey" opened in 
fourth with an underwhelm¬ 
ing $8 million. The Universal- 
distributed film is a sequel 
to the 2017 hit "A Dog's Pur¬ 
pose." But unlike J ohn Wick, 
the audience forthissequel 
waslessthan half ofthatfor 
the first, which opened to 
$18.2 million. But audiences 
who did tum out gave it 
an A CinemaScore, which 
could point toward long- 
tern playability. 

Most disappointing, how¬ 
ever, is the young adult 
adaptation 'The Sun Is 
Also a Star" which grossed 
only $2.6 million from over 
2,000 screens and landed 
in eighth place. Although 
modestly budgeted at a 
reported $9 million, and 
featuring popular televi¬ 
sion actors such as "River- 
dale's" Charles Melton and 
"grown-ish's" Yara Shahidi, 
the Warner Bros-released 
film failed to connect even 
with the audiences who 


turned out, 75% of whom 
were women. It got a poor 
B- CinemaScore. 

It'sa farcryfromthe daysof 
'The Fault in Our Stars'" $48 
million debut in 2014, and 
even the last film based on 
a Nicola Yoon novel, "Ev¬ 
erything, Everything," which 
opened to over $11 million 
in 2017. 

"As unpredictable and 
fickle as young adults are, 
so are the performances 
of films that target that au¬ 
dience," Dergarabedian 
said. 

In limited release, Joanna 
Hogg's well-reviewed rela¬ 
tionship drama 'The Sou¬ 
venir" did well with $85,851 
from fourscreens. 

Even with the success of 
'John Wick," the weekend 
itself was down about 31% 
and the year to date is still 
down around 9% but, Der¬ 
garabedian said that this is 
the calm before the storm. 
In the next few weekends 
theaters will see an influx 
of could-be hits such as 
"Rocketman," "Aladdin" 
and 'Godzilla: King of the 
Monsters."

LOS ANGELES (AP) — It's 
been a roller-coaster year 
for J ames Gunn, who was 
fired from 'Guardians of 
the Galaxy Vol. 3" overold 
tweets in J uly, and rehired 
thisMarch. But the writer-di- 
rectorwho shepherded the 
first two 'G ua rd ia ns" films to 
critical and box office suc¬ 
cess said the experience 
has been an educational 
one. 

"I'm a better person than 
I was a year ago," Gunn 
told The Associated Press 
on Saturday. "It's made me 
more creative and focused 
on the things that really 
matter to me, which are 
my friends, my relationships 
and the movies that I'm 
making." 

Although even after his fir¬ 
ing, Gunn didn't exactly 
have a fallow period as 
he was hired fairly soon by 
Marvel's rival to workon the 
sequel to "Suicide Squad." 
Now, Gunn is fully back in 


the public eye promoting 
the horror film "Brightbum," 
which he produced, and 
resuming work on the third 
'Guardians" movie. 

The ordeal has made 
him thankful for his friends 
who have supported him 
throughout. Actress Eliza¬ 
beth Banks, who stars in 
"Brightbum," is one of those 
in the circle of people he 
can go to. 

'There's a lot of things that 
people talk about Holly- 
wood-cutthroat this and 
Hollywood-bad that and 
all the things that are ter¬ 
rible about Hollywood. But 
the truth is... I have one re¬ 
ally good gift... I'm attract¬ 
ed to really good people 
and I have chosen to put 
wonderful people around 
me, whether it's the actors 
I work with, the c rew mem¬ 
bers I work with, my, you 
know, the writers I would 
deal with, the studio peo¬ 
ple I deal with," Gunn said. 
'There's a lot of really good 
people in this industry." 


The 52-year-old found him¬ 
self under intense scrutiny 
last year when tweets from 
nearly a decade ago in 
which he joked about sub¬ 
jects such as pedophilia 
and rape resurfaced be¬ 
cause of far-right propa¬ 
gandists Mike Cemovich 
and Jack Posobiec after 
Gunn was critical of Presi¬ 
dent Donald Trump. Gunn 
apologized for his tweets, 
but Walt Disney Co. chair¬ 
man Alan Horn said that 
they were inconsistent with 
the studio's values. 

Both fans and his cast in¬ 
cluding Chris Pratt, Bradley 
Cooper, 7be Saldana, Vin 
Diesel and other stars ral¬ 
lied behind him in the wa ke 
of the firing lastj uly. 
"Although I don't support 
James Gunn's inappropri¬ 
ate jokes from years ago, 
he is a good man," Pratt 
said. 

But it was still somewhat 
surprising that Disney back¬ 
tracked and thisMarch an¬ 
nounced that Gunn had 


been reinstated asthe writ¬ 
er and director of 'Guard- 
iansofthe Galaxy Vol. 3." 
Marvel Studios President 
Kevin Feige told the AP last 
month that he was glad it 
happened. 

"It was the right thing, "Feige 
said. "It was something that 
Alan Horn at Disney re¬ 
ally believed was the right 


thing to do." 

The 'Guardians" cast was 
similarly pleased. 

"It'sawesome. I'm really, re¬ 
ally, really happy," 'Guard¬ 
ians' actress Pom Klemen- 
tieff said at the premiere 
of "Avengers: Endgame" in 
April.

"Food from people's home 
country is the most com¬ 
mon bribery,"said J ohanns¬ 
dottir, who recently turned 
down a free trip to Dubai in 
exchange for looking the 
other way at trespassers 
The Bieber-inspired influx is 
one part of a larger chal¬ 
lenge for Iceland — the 
North Atlantic island nation 
may be too spectacular 
and too popularforitsown 
good. 

Last year 2.3 million tourists 
visited Iceland, compared 
with just 600,000 eight yea is 
ago. "The 20% annual up¬ 
tick in visitors has been out 
of proportion with infra¬ 
structure that is needed to 
protect Iceland's volcanic 
landscape, where soil forms 
slowly and erodes quickly. 
Environment Minister Gud- 
mundurlngi Gudbrandsson 
said it is "a bit too simplistic 
to blame the entire situa¬ 
tion on J ustin Bieberi' but 
urged famous, influential 
visitors to considerthe con¬ 
sequences of their actio ns 
"Rash behavior by one fa¬ 
mous person can dramati¬ 
cally impactan entire area 
if the mass follows," he told 
The Associated Press. 


Bieber has the third-la rgest 
Twitteraccountatoverl05 
million followers, after Katy 
Perry and Barack Obama, 
according to friendorfol- 
low.com — and he has 
overll2 million followerson 
Instag ram. 

In the viral video — 
watched over 440 million 
times on YouTube since 
2015 — Bieber stomped on 
mossy vegetation, dangled 
his feet over a cliff and 
bathed in the freezing river 
underneath the sheer walls 
of the canyon. 


"In Justin Bieberis defense, 
the canyon did not, at the 
time he visited, have rope 
fences and designated 
paths to show whatwasal- 
lowed and what not,"Gud¬ 
brandsson said. 

Overl million people have 
visited the area since the 
release of the video, the 
Environment Agency of 
Iceland estimates, leav¬ 
ing deep scars on its veg¬ 
etation. After remaining 
closed for all but five weeks 
this year, it is expected to 
reopen again this summer 


only if weather conditions 
are dry. 

Icelanders are reluctant to 
fault the pop star, who en¬ 
joys enormous support on 
the island. About 12% of 
Iceland's entire population 
— 38,000 people — attend¬ 
ed histwo concerts in Reyk¬ 
javik, the capital, a yearaf- 
terthe video wasreleased. 
Locals underestimated the 
canyon's potential as a 
major attraction because 
it's relatively small com¬ 
pared to those formed by 
the country's powerful gla¬ 


cier rivers. But unlike others, 
it is easily accessed and re¬ 
quires less than a kilometer 
(0.6 mile) of trekking. 

The selfies and drone im¬ 
ages have stopped — for 
now — but more exposure 
iscoming. The latest season 
of the popular HBO drama 
'Game of Thrones" features 
scenes filmed at the can¬ 
yon. The nearby Skogar 
waterfall and the Svfnafells 
glacierare also backdrops 
in the fictional Thrones 
world of warriorsand drag¬ 
ons 

Inga Palsdottir, director 
of the national tourism 
agency Visit Iceland, said 
a single film shot or a viral 
photograph has often put 
overlooked places on the 
map. 

The most extreme exam¬ 
ple, she said, is the Douglas 
DC-3 U.S. Navy plane that 
crashed on the black sand 
beach at Solheimasandur 
in 1973. The seven Ameri¬ 
cans on board all survived 
but the plane wreck was 
never removed. 

'Then someone decided 
to dance on it and now it's 
one of the most popular 
places in the country," said 
Pa Isdottir. 

On a foggy Wednesday 
morning, ranger J ohanns¬ 
dottir observed fresh foot¬ 
prints on the muddy path¬ 
way to the Fjadrangljufur 
canyon, indicating that 
someone had jumped the 
fence overnight. 

She predicted that more 
people would trespass that 
afternoon when she left the 
roadblock to give a pre¬ 
sentation at a community 
center. She was right. Less 
than 30 minutes passed be¬ 
fore tourists began ignoring 
the fences and signs. 

'We came because of J us¬ 
tin fimberlake," said Mikhail 
Samarin, a tourist from Rus¬ 
sia, traveling with Nadia 
Kazachenok and Elena 
Malteseva, who were quick 
to correct the artist's last 
name to Bieber. 

"It was so amazing," said 
Malteseva about the 
Bieber video. "After that, 
we decided it was neces¬ 
sary to visit this place." 

The three took turns posing 
fora photograph, standing 
atthe edge of an Icelandic 
cliffO
